2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

Note:  Jerome  ( Hieronymus)  Le  Clerc  was  the  son  of  the  famous 
weaver  Jan  Le  Clerc,  who  died  about  1676;  Jerome  Le  Clerc  took  over 
the  management  of  his  father's  atelier  and  became  a  privileged  master 
in  1677.  Among  his  most  notable  works  are  the  superb  series  of  five 
tapestries  depicting  The  History  of  Julius  Caesar  in  the  Austrian  State 
collection,  and  the  series  of  Campaiyn  Scenes  after  Lambert  de  Hondt, 
the  property  of  the  state  of  Bavaria.  Le  Clerc  also  executed,  both  inde- 
pendently and  in  conjunction  with  J.  van  der  Borcht,  a  number  of  genre 
scenes  of  the  present  type  after  the  cartoons  of  David  Teniers  II  (ifiio- 
1690),  who  inspired  the  finest  genre  tapestries  of  the  period. 

The  present  subject  is  recorded  in  H.  C.  Marillier,  Handbook  to 
ilie  Teniers  Tapestries,  1932,  p.  10,  and  pi.  26  and  27,  under  the  title  of 
Sportsmen  Resting.  The  known  versions  of  this  scene  executed  by  Le 
Clerc  show  a  peasant  departing  with  a  hound  to^vards  the  \vood  at  the 
left;  the  present  version,  which  lacks  this  figure,  is  more  usually  asso- 
ciated with  the  work  of  Van  der  Borcht,  although  in  the  example  illus- 
trated by  Marillier  (loc.  cit.  pi.  27)  there  are  also  other  important 
differences.  The  present  tapestry  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  a  hitherto 
unrecorded  variation.  Its  coloring  and  execution  are  of  the  finest.
